This case relates to a proposal received from the Visakhapatnam Port Trust (VPT) for general revision of its Scale 
of Rates (SOR). 

2. The proposal received from the VPT has been registered as a tariff case and processed following the usual 
consultation process adopted. Ajoint hearing in this case was held on 6 December, 2004. Written submissions were filed by 
the VPT and the concerned user organisation as decided in the joint hearing. 

3.1. When the case was being processed further, the Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and Highways 
(MSRTH), announced the revised guidelines for tariff fixation. 

3.2. In view ol the revised guidelines announced by MSRTH, the VPT was requested to review its proposal and, 
if necessary, to file a revised proposal by 30 April, 2005. 

4. The VPT has now informed that the revised proposal is under formulation stage and will be filed by 31 May, 
2005. The VPT has requested to treat the earlier proposal as closed and to process the revised proposal as a fresh case. 

5. In the result, this Authority decides to close this case as withdrawn. The VPT is advised to file the revised 
proposal by 31 May, 2005 alongwith the requisite cost statements giving projections for three years in line with the revised 
tariff guidelines. The revised proposal when received from the VPT will be considered afresh following the usual consultation 
process.
